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Distribution of Our Overseas Trade (Page 208) 


Figures for the first half of the year, given in 
comparison with those for the corresponding period 
of 1931 and of 1924, reveal a tendency for our over- 
seas trade to be transferred from foreign to Empire 
countries. This is particularly marked in imports, 
in which it is due largely to the reduction in receipts 
of manufactures and the increase in imports of food, 
drink and tobacco and of raw materials. 


Our Overseas Trade in July (Page 211) 

Following last week’s publication of preliminary 
figures, a detailed review is now given of the past 
month’s trade. The decline in imports, as compared 
with July, 1931, was largely due to a decrease of 
over 45 per cent, in manufactured articles. Exports 
of manufactures showed a decline of 15°3 per cent. 


British Postal Trafic (Page 215) 


With a view to eliminating seasonal variations 
from the calculations made the base year 1924 has 
been abandoned in favour of a five-year period, viz., 
1924-29, except 1926, this last being the year of the 
general strike and coal stoppage.

80 from 25 per cent. Japan sent 16 per cent. of the

Imports into Finland from Great Britain during 
the first half of 1932 represented in value 18'3 per 
cent. of the total from all sources, as compared with 
only 12:3 per cent. in the corresponding period of 
1931.

DISTRIBUTION 


OF OUR OVERSEAS 


TRADE 


FIRST HALF OF 1932 


The July issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first half of 1932 which 
enable us to publish our customary survey of the geo- 
graphical distribution of the trade between the United 
Kingdom and other countries. 


In the survey of the distribution of our overseas 
trade in the year 1931 which appeared in the issue of 
the ** B.T.J.”’ of February 18 last it was stated that, 
for the reasons there explained, the practice hitherto 
followed in these articles of comparing the distribution 
of our external trade in the current year with that in the 
previous year and in the year 1913, respectively, would 
in future be modified by the substitution of the year 
1924 for the year 1913. In this article, accordingly, a 
comparison is made of the distribution of the trade 
in the first six months of 1932 with that in the first six 
months of 1924 and 1931. 


In considering the changes in percentage distribution 
shown below, it must be remembered that these details 
are based on the aggregate value of trade as actually 
recorded during the several periods under review, and 





do not take any account either of changes in these 
aggregate values or of variations in volume of trade 
consequent upon alterations in price level. Thus the 
recorded value of imports during the first half of 1982 
was 13°9 per cent. below that of the corresponding 
period of 1931, representing, if allowance is made for 
changes in price level, a decrease in volume of 6:3 per 
cent., average values having declined by 8:1 per cent. 
Similarly, in respect of exports of United Kingdom pro- 
duce and manufactures, there was a decline in recorded 
values of 6-1 per cent., but when allowance is made for 
changes in price level (a decline of 8-4 per cent.) the 
volume of domestic exports is found to have been 2°6 pet 
cent. higher in the first half of 1932 than in the same 
period of 1931. For re-exports, the decline in recorded 
values was 17-9 per cent. and in volume 5-4 per cent. 
The effect of such changes is still greater when'a com- 
parison is made with 1924. It must, however, be 
emphasised that these changes in price level relate t0 
imports and exports, respectively, as a whole, and not 
to trade with individual countries or groups of coud: 
tries, in respect of which the price variation is, o 
course, dependent on the make-up of the trade actually 
carried on.

Particularly as regards imports, the above figures 
show a tendency this year for our overseas trade to be 
transferred from foreign countries to countries within 
the British Empire. On the import side this change 
is due in large part to the marked reduction in the 
imports of manufactured articles, most of which come 
from foreign countries, while the imports of food, drink 
and tobacco and of raw materials, which are largely 
derived from British countries, have been greater in the 
first half of this year than in the corresponding period 
of either 1924 or 1931. The actual value of the im- 
ports consigned from British countries increased from 
£126°6 million in the first six months of 1931 to £130°4 
million in the six months under review, while imports 
consigned from foreign countries declined from £291:2 
million to £229°5 million. Compared with the first 
half of 1951, nearly every part of the British Empire 
increased its share of our import trade, the only excep- 
tions being Newfoundland, British Malaya, Polynesia, 
etec., and Hong Kong, while Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada showed large increases. 

The proportion of our domestic exports taken by 
Empire countries was also greater for the first half of 
this year than in the corresponding periods of 1924 
and 1931, though the actual value of such exports con- 
signed to Empire countries dropped from £87:3 million 
in the first six months of 1931, to £83°8 million in the 
first half of 1932. The principal British countries to 
increase their share of our domestic export trade were 
Australia, India and the Irish Free State, but a large 
decrease was recorded in the case of Canada and a 
decrease not quite so large in the case of the Union of 
South Africa. 

Only in the case of re-exports did the share of British 
countries decline in the first half of this year as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1931. Although 
the proportion of our re-exports taken by British coun- 
tries declined from 23-26 per cent. in 1931 to 21°57 per 
cent. in 1952, the latter figure is still much above that 
for 1924 (17°53 per cent.).

Imports.—The figures for the first half of 1982 con- 
firm the decline in the proportion of our imports 
consigned from Europe, which was commented upon in 
the article in the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ dated May 19, relating to 
the distribution of our overseas trade during the first 
quarter of this year. After successive increases during 
the first six months of the years 1929 to 1931 from 
06°48 per cent. to 44:21 per cent., the proportion fell 
this year to 86°78 per cent. As compared with the first 
half of last year substantial decreases took place in the 
proportions of our imports consigned from Germany, 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands, the Soviet Union 
and Switzerland, while increases, to a smaller degree, 
were recorded by the Scandinavian countries and the 
Succession States. 

Africa’s increased share of our import trade in the 
period under review, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1931, was due almost entirely to increases 
in the proportions consigned from Egypt and from 
African countries forming part of the British Empire. 
The figures recorded in the case of Asia and South 
America call for no special comment, except that the 
shares of both Japan and Argentina increased in com- 
parison with 1924 and 1931, while Brazil and Chile 
both showed decreases, though in the case of the former 
the 1932 figure did not fall below that for 1924. Im- 
ports from North and Central America showed a pro- 
portionate increase compared with 1931, but a 
substantial decline compared with 1924. This result 
is due to the increase in Canada’s share this year 
already mentioned and a decline in the United States’ 
share both in 1931 and 1982. 


Domestic Exports.—The proportion of the exports of 
British products consigned to Hurope was slightly more 
in the first six months of this year than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1931, but showed a substantial 
increase compared with the first half of 1924. 'The most 
important increases were recorded by the Soviet Union, 
the Irish Free State and Denmark, while the propor- 
tions taken by France and Germany were much smaller 
than last year. France was still, however, our third 
best market, the proportion of our domestic exports 
consigned to that country only being exceeded in the 
case of India and the Irish Free State. 

Africa’s share of our domestic export trade declined 
in comparison with the first half of 1951, although still 
showing a considerable increase over the corresponding 
figure for 1924, these variations largely representing 
fluctuations in the proportion taken by the Union of 
South Africa. Increases in the proportions consigned to 
India, Hong Kong, China and Japan resulted in Asia 
showing an increase as compared with 1951, but Asia’s 
share was much less than in 1924, due to reduced ex- 
ports to India and Japan. 

As regards North and Central America, the increase 
compared with last year in the proportion of our 
domestic exports taken by the United States in the 
period under review was more than offset by the de- 
crease in Canada’s share already referred to. South 
America also showed a decline, mainly due to decreases 
in the case of Argentina and Chile. 


Re-exports.—Europe’s large share of our re-export 
trade increased from 73-02 per cent. in the first half of 
1924 to 75-41 per cent. in the corresponding period of 
1931 and to 78°80 per cent. in 1932. Although her pro- 
portion dropped slightly in the first six months of 1932, 
Germany continued to take the largest individual share 
(22°32 per cent.). Other countries in Europe taking 
large shares were France (16°78 per cent.), the Irish 
Free State (11:94 per cent.), and Belgium (8°39 per 
cent.), the two foreign countries each increasing their 
share as compared with both 1924 and 1951. The only 
other market of major importance, the United States, 
took a reduced share of our re-exports in the period 
under review, 10°51 per cent., as compared with 15°89 
per cent. in 1924 and 12°14 per cent. in 1931.

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OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN JULY 
A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 172) we 
published a preliminary summary of the import and 
export trade of the United Kingdom during July, com- 
pared with corresponding data relating to June and to 
the corresponding month of last year. In the present 
article it is proposed to review that trade in some 
detail. 





Detailed figures showing the value of imports and 
exports (distinguishing United Kingdom produce and 
imported merchandise) in July, 1931, and July, 1982, 
in respect of the groups of commodities for which 
separate aggregates are compiled, will be found on 
page 214.

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
lati month was £4°3 million less than in June and 
£116 million less than in July last year. During the 
first seven months of the year the excess has been re- 
duced by £51 million to £163 million. The diminution 
in the ‘* adverse ’’ merchandise balance as compared 
with last year was larger in July than in any other 
month of this year except April, as will be seen from 
the following figures :—

While there was a small decrease in the value of 
exports of United Kingdom produce and manufactures 
and of imported merchandise in July compared with 
June, the decrease of £4:°3 million in the ‘‘ adverse ”’ 
balance as compared with the preceding month was 
due primarily to a decrease in the value of imports. 


In July there was again a considerable excess of 
imports over exports of bullion and specie, the excess 
last month being £5°3 million. For the previous three 
months imports exceeded exports by £20°1 million, 
whereas for the first quarter of the year imports had, 
on balance, been £4°3 million less than exports. 


IMPORTS 


The aggregate value of imports in July was £5°6 
million (9-7 per cent.) less than in June, the reduction 
affecting all the principal classes, but being mainly 
due to a decrease of £2-2 million (6°9 per cent.) in food, 
drink and tobacco, and a decrease of £2-7 million (19-8 
per cent.) in raw materials. The decrease in imports 


of food, drink and tobacco was due in part to reduced 
Imports from the Irish Free State. 


The reduction in 








imports of raw materials was largely seasonal. Im- 
ports of manufactured articles have remained remark- 
ably steady in value during the past four months, the 
figures being as follows :—

These figures represent only 56 per cent. of the value 
of the imports of manufactured articles during the 
corresponding months of 1931. As compared with 
July of last year, there was a decline in the total value 
of imports of £18-2 million (26-0 per cent.), largely 
due to a decrease of £9-4 million (45:1 per cent.) in 
manufactured articles, the decreases in value of food, 
drink and tobacco and of raw materials being £5°8 
million (16°6 per cent.) and £2:7 million (20-1 per 
cent.) respectively. 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of wheat dur- 
ing July, 10-0 million ewts., were 2-0 million cwts. less 
than a year earlier, but were slightly more than in 
June. Imports from Australia and Canada were 
respectively 387 and 36 per cent. of the total, the im- 
ports from Australia being much higher than in any 
recent month. During the first seven months of the 
year Canada supplied 20-4 million cwts., Argentina 
18-3 million ewts., and Australia 16-9 million ewts. out 
of a total of 61:5 million cwts., the latter being 3°5 
million ewts. more than the imports in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Each of these three countries in- 
creased their share of the total imports, there being 
reduced imports this year from the Soviet Union and 
the United States. The average value of the wheat 
imported declined to the lowest level for any month 
this year, the figure for July being 5s. 1ld. per cwt., 
as compared with 6s. 2d. in June and 6s. 5d. in May. 
In July last year the value of the wheat imported 
averaged 5s. ld. per cewt. Imports of barley and oats 
were very much less in July than in June or than in the 
corresponding month of 1931, while the quantity of 
maize imported was about the same as in June and 
somewhat greater than in July of last year. Imports 
of wheat meal and flour were substantially reduced in 
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comparison with each of the earlier periods, mainly 
due to decreases in the quantities coming from the 
United States and France, but imports from Canada 
and Australia, the principal sources of supply last year 
as well as this, were maintained. Average values of 
barley, maize and wheat meal and flour remained sub- 
stantially unchanged in July, but average values of 
oats declined by 6d. per ewt. (9 per cent.). 

Total imports of meat last month were slightly less 
in quantity than in June or in July, 1931. A slight 
increase in the quantity of beef imported, as compared 
with both the earlier periods, was more than offset by 
decreases in the case of mutton and lamb and of 
bacon. The average values of the principal items in 
this group all fell in comparison with June, beef from 
£2 3s. 10d. to £1 17s, 11d. per cwt., mutton and lamb 
from £2 5s. 3d. to £2 4s. 2d. per ewt., and bacon from 
£2 14s. 9d. to £2 12s. 6d. per cwt.; each of these 
values was very considerably below the corresponding 
figure for July, 1931, and in the case of beef and 
mutton and lamb, the average value of the imports 
was the lowest recorded for a number of years. 


The quantity of butter imported in July was some- 
what greater than in the previous month, and imports 
of cheese and eggs also increased and, in the case of 
cheese, were more than in July, 1931. Average values 
of all three commodities were higher in July than in 
the previous month. Imports of tea were greater than 
in June, but were about 2,600,000 lbs. (6 per cent.) 
less than in July last year. This decrease was en- 
tirely in imports from foreign countries, and in the 
seven months ended July, imports from foreign coun- 
tries decreased by 4°4 million lbs., while those from 
British countries increased by 16-5 million lbs. The 
average value of the tea imported fell to 9-8d. per lb., 
the lowest figure recorded for years. Imports of 
potatoes during July amounted to 1-7 million ewts., 
showing a seasonal decline as compared with June. 
The quantity of raw sugar imported was somewhat 
greater than in either of the earlier periods, and the 
average value of the imports (6s. 5d. per cwt.) was 
slightly more than in June, but 8d. per cwt. less than 
in July last year. Imports of unmanufactured tobacco 
were very much larger than a year ago or than in June, 
the average value showing a slight fall to 11-2d. per lb. 


Manufactured Articles.—As compared with a year 
ago imports of all the groups of manufactured articles 
except two showed substantial decreases, the only ex- 
ception of importance being oils, fats and resins, im- 
ports of which increased in aggregate value mainly 
owing to an increase in the average value of the refined 
petroleum imported, coupled with increased imports of 
motor spirit and fuel oil. There were heavy decreases 
in all the textile groups—cotton yarns and manufac- 
tures £515,000 (75 per cent.), woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures £858,000 (82 per cent.), silk 
yarns and manufactures £367,000 (60 per cent.), and 
manufactures of other textile materials £621,000 (51 
per cent.)—and the following groups also showed 
marked declines in value compared with July, 1931 :— 
Miscellaneous articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
£1,306,000 (55 per cent.), apparel £1,090,000 (67 per 
cent.), non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereof 
£1,010,000 (57 per cent.), iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof £1,005,000 (65 per cent.), and machinery 
£592,000 (48 per cent.). 

As compared with June, there were increases in about 
half the principal groups and decreases in the remaining 
half. The largest increases in value were in chemicals, 
drugs, dyes and colours £160,000 (27 per cent.), and 
leather and manufactures thereof £118,000 (26 per 
cent.), while the value of imports of oils, fats and resins 
declined by £355,000 (13 per cent.), machinery by 
£205,000 (24 per cent.), and non-ferrous metals and 
manufactures thereof by £130,000 (14 per cent.).

Retained imports of phosphate of lime in July were 
double those of July, 1931, and taking June and July 
together were about the average for this year, which is 
some 85 per cent. higher than that for 1931. Iron ore, 
copper ore, tin ore and iron pyrites each declined sub- 
stantially in comparison with imports during the pre- 
vious month or July, 1931. Imports of hardwood were 
smaller and of softwood and pitprops greater than in 
June, but imports of hardwood and of softwood were 
substantially less than a year ago. Other commodities 
to show an increase in retained imports as compared 
with June were linseed, palm kernels, and rubber, but 
cottonseed, copra, groundnuts, coconut oil, palm oil 
and wet hides all showed substantial decreases. 
Retained imports of chemical wood pulp were slightly 
in excess of those for June and for a year ago, whereas 
mechanical wood pulp showed a heavy decrease com- 
pared with the same periods. Of the semi-manufac- 
tured materials included in the above table, pig and 
sheet lead was the only item in respect of which 
retained imports declined in July as compared with 
June, but in the case of each item in this group the 
retained imports in July were substantially less than in 
the corresponding month of 1931. 


EXPORTS 


The value of the exports of United Kingdom goods in 
July was £29°3 million, being £0°4 million less than in 
June and £5:0 miilion less than a year ago. The figure 
for July was smaller than that recorded for any recent 
month except August, 1931. As compared with June 
and with July of last year, there were small declines In 
the value of the exports of each of the three principal 
classes of goods, except in the case of food, drink and 
tobacco, which showed a slight increase over the figure 
for June, and manufactured articles, which showed 4 
decline of 15:3 per cent. compared with July, 1931. 


Coal.—Exports of coal during July were 199,000 tons 
(6 per cent.) less than a year earlier, but owing to an 
increase in average values the total value of the exports 
declined only by £114,000, or 4 per cent. The averagé 
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value of the coal exported was 16s. 7d. per ton, the 
highest figure recorded for any month since September, 
1930, the increase being due to the quantity of anthra- 
site exported being greater than previously. Exports 
of anthracite last month were 437,000 tons, and for the 
frst seven months of the year amounted to 2,103,000 
‘ons, as compared with 1,856,000 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. As compared with a year 
ago, reductions were shown in the quantities exported 
‘o all the principal European markets except Spain and 
the Scandinavian countries, but exports to Egypt, 
Brazil and Canada all showed increases, and for the 
seven months ended July exports to Canada were over 
50 per cent. higher than last year. The quantity of coal 
shipped as bunkers was slightly greater than in 1931, 
both for July and for the seven months ended July. 


Manufactured Articles.—With the exception of coke 
and manufactured fuel and cotton yarns and manufac- 
tures, exports of all groups of manufactured articles 
were lower in value than in July, 1931, large reductions 
being recorded in the case of vehicles (£1,448,000)— 
mainly ships and boats—miscellaneous manufactured 
articles (£445,000), woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures (£375,000), apparel (£302,000), and elec- 
trical goods and apparatus (£261,000). 


As compared with June, there was a reduction of 
£424,000 (2 per cent.) in the value of the exports of 
manufactured articles, this decline being due mainly to 
a decrease of £880,000 in the value of vehicles ex- 
ported. In June the exports of vehicles included 
exceptionally a war vessel valued at £525,000, but 
there was no corresponding export last month, and 
exports of new merchant ships and boats were also 
smaller. Appreciable increases in value were recorded 
in the case of woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures (£354,000), cotton yarns and manufactures 
(£210,000), iron and steel and manufactures thereof 
(£161,000), and machinery (£111,000).

The decline in imports of iron and steel and manu- 
factures thereof has already been referred to. It will 
€ seen from the above table that the decline affected 
all classes, but the decline in finished iron and steel 
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goods was greater than that in either rolling-mill pro- 
ducts or crude iron and steel. As regards exports, the 
total was higher than in June but somewhat less than 
in July, 1931. Exports of rolling-mill products were 
much higher than in either of those months, while 
exports of finished goods were about the same as in 
June but appreciably smaller than a year ago. The 
increased exports of rolling-mill products consisted 
mainly of hoop and strip iron and steel and of plates 
not under 4 inch thick. Exports of machinery were 
slightly higher than in either of the earlier months, but 
exports of locomotives were very small. The number 
of motor cars and chassis exported was about the same 
as in June and much greater than a year ago, while 
exports of motor cycles declined, thus continuing for 
each class of motor vehicle the relative movement 
shown by returns for earlier months of this year.

tetained imports of raw cotton were much above 
those in the corresponding month last year, but 
showed a seasonal decline compared with June. 
According to statistics published by the Liverpool 
Cotton Association, the deliveries of raw cotton to mills 
during Juiy aggregated 94:1 million Ibs., an increase of 
6:1 million lbs. as compared with July, 1931, but the 
lowest figure recorded for any month during 19382. The 
average value of the cotton imported, which had been 
declining during the second quarter of the year, showed 
no further movement during July, being 5-2d. per lb., 
as compared with 64d. per lb. a year ago. Exports of 
cotton yarns have failed during recent months to main- 
tain the substantial recovery shown earlier in the year, 
and during July were smaller than in the corresponding 
month last year. Exports of cotton piece-goods, on the 
other hand, continue to show an improvement, the ex- 
ports during July being nearly as high as those during 
March, the month this year in which exports were 
highest. The increase as compared with July, 1931, 
was most marked in printed and dyed goods. 


The quantity of woollen and worsted yarns exported 
in July, which was about the same as in the correspond- 
ing month of last year, was substantially higher than 
the monthly average for the first half of this year. Ex- 
ports of woollen and worsted tissues showed a seasonal 
increase in July, but the quantity exported last month

Re-Exports 


The value of the exports of imported merchandise 
during July was £3,305,000, showing a decline of 
£1,631,000 as compared with July, 1951, and a decline 
of £870,000 as compared with June, which was largely 
seasonal, being due, as to about £500,000, to reduced 
re-exports of raw wool. During July the quantity of 
raw sheep’s and lambs’ wool re-exported was about 
23 per cent. less than in July, 1931, the value declin- 
ing from £948,000 to £617,000. The value of the 
hides and skins, largely miscellaneous fur skins, re- 
exported in July was £161,000 less than in the corre- 
sponding month of last year. Ke-exports of tea were 
about the same in the two months. There was a 
decline from £1,405,000 in July, 1931, to £803,000 in

The percentage variations shown in the tables for 
preceding months have represented the proportion 
relative to the average receipts in the corresponding 
period of the year 1924. With a view to eliminating 
seasonal variations, so far as may be practicable from 
the available data, a base period of five years has been 
adopted in place of the single year 1924. The years 
taken are 1924-1929 except 1926. The latter year has 
been omitted since postal receipts, in common with 
other conditions, were seriously affected in that year 
by the general strike and prolonged coal stoppage. 


The effect of this alteration has been to narrow some- 
what the variations shown by the monthly figures. On 
the 1924 base the figures for 1931 varied between 
111°6 per cent. and 122-3 per cent., whereas on the 
present base the range of the variations is from 
102°5 per cent. to 110°4 per cent. For the present 
year also, the proportionate change is confined to 
within relative narrow limits, varying from 109°0 per 
cent. in January to 104-6 per cent. in June, the July 
figure being slightly larger than that for June.

EMPIRE FIBRES FOR ROPE MANUFACTURE 


For many years past the ropes used by sea-going 
vessels have been made largely of the fibre known as 
Manila hemp, some 50,000 tons of which, of an 
approximate value of £1,500,000, are imported 
annually into the United Kingdom for this purpose. 
Much of this fibre could be replaced by Empire-grown 
fibres, such as Sisal hemp and New Zealand hemp, if 
these should prove suitable for use in this way. 


During recent years the production of Sisal hemp 
has undergone great development in British countries, 
especially in Kenya and the Mandated Territory of 
Tanganyika, and its employment for marine ropes 
would provide an outlet for the large quantities 
produced. 


Some years ago when the question of the utilisation 
of the fibre for this purpose was under consideration at 
the Imperial Institute, it was found that there was an 





rs 
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impression prevalent that Sisal hemp was unable to 
withstand the action of sea-water but rapidly suffered 
a loss of strength. A series of trials have therefora 
been carried out by the Institute during the last six 
years in order to study the durability of Sisal hemp 
and New Zealand hemp in comparison with Manila 
hemp. 


A number of ropes of Manila hemp, Sisal hemp and 
New Zealand hemp respectively were made according 
to the same specification and were exposed to the 
action of sea-water, under precisely the same condi- 
tions, by placing them in wooden crates fixed to 
Southend pier in such a position that during each tide 
they were completely submerged for a period and 
completely uncovered for a period. The strength of 
the ropes was determined before immersion and after 
definite periods of exposure to the sea-water. 


The Imperial Institute has now completed the 
fourth series of tests carried out on these lines, and 
the results are recorded in a *Report published in the 
‘" Bulletin of the Imperial Institute ’’ (No. 2 of 1932), 
They corroborate those of the earlier series in demon. 
strating that ropes composed of Sisal hemp or New 
Zealand hemp resemble Manila hemp ropes in their 
resistance to sea-water, and are capable of maintain- 
ing their strength to a similar extent. The establish- 
ment of these facts has encouraged the Admiralty and 
certain shipping companies to carry out practical tests 
on sea-going vessels with ropes made from British- 
grown Sisal and New Zealand hemp, and the results 
are awaited with great interest. 


CZECHOSLOVAK CURRENCY AND IMPORT 
RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Prague has reported that the Minister of Finance has 
issued a Decree, No. 118, with effect as from July 20, 
stating that Czechoslovak cash in the form of banknotes 
and coins received from abroad will, for the future, be 
credited only to blocked foreign accounts, and that all 
transfers from those accounts, for the purpose of either 
internal or foreign payments, are subject to the special 
permission of the National Bank, It is officially ex- 
plained that of late a considerable quantity of Czecho- 
slovak banknotes in large denominations have been 
purposely sent or taken abroad and then repatriated and 
credited to unbound foreign accounts. The new Order 
is apparently designed to prevent this circumvention of 
the Devisen regulations. 


It is further laid down that the obtaining of credit 
abroad in any foreign currency is permissible, but that 
the assumption of a guarantee abroad in any currency 
on behalf of a Czechoslovak firm requires the sanction 
of the Czechoslovak National Bank. 


The Commercial Secretary has also reported the 
issue of a Decree of August 10 which extends to most 
classes of goods the requirement that imports must 
be accompanied by evidence that the importer has 
obtained from the National Bank permission to pay 
therefor. 


‘The restriction does not apply to goods previously 
exempt if sent on or before August 10 on a direct 
transport bill to Czechoslovakia. 


Details will be given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ immediately 
after receipt from the Commercial Secretary at Prague. 


EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN DENMARK 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Copenhagen has reported that the Danish Government 
are examining the position with reference to the 
measures to be adopted in regard to the regulation of

imports and the maintenance of the Danish currency 


and it appears that it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to continue the present system largely unchanged 
until the end of the present year. 

It is understood that notices were to be sent out on 
August 8 to importers that application forms for fresh 
import licences are available at all banks. These new 
licences will be for the four months’ period September 1 
to December 31, 19382. Act No. 164 of May 30 is valid 
until October 31, 1952, but, in case this Act should not 
be extended beyond that date, the new licences will be 
issued with reservation that only one-half of the value 
of each licence may be used in the period September 1 
to October 31. If the Act is not renewed the other 
half of the licence will automatically lose importance. 
Applications will be dealt with as soon as possible after 
receipt so that the licences may be issued at about the 
end of the present month. 

With regard to licences already issued but not fully 
used, these will not be called in, as in June, for renewal. 
They will remain valid and can be used for import after 
September 1, 1982.

The trade returns of British India for the month of June,

TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Coniinued 


Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
and above (including beet), rose by 2,000 tons in quantity 
and by Rs. 3 lakhs in value. As in the preceding month 
there were no imports of wheat, the corresponding figures in 
June, 1931, being 30,000 tons, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs. Im- 
ports of rice rose by 3,700 tons in quantity and by Rs. 3 
lakhs in value. Under spices, betelnuts recorded a fall of 
1,400 tons in quantity and of Rs. 5 lakhs in value, there 
being smaller importations from the Straits Settlements. 
Imports of vegetable products under provisions recorded a 
decline of 9,000 ewts. in quantity and of Rs. 3 lakhs in value. 
Imports of cigarettes, which were valued at Rs. 8 lakhs in 
June, 1931, declined by Rs. 3 lakhs in June, 1932. Imports 
of unmanufactured tobacco declined in quantity by 37,000 
lbs. to 110,000 lbs., but there was a slight improvement in 
value, which amounted to Rs. 13 lakhs. 

Under raw materials imports of kerosene decreased from 
10 million gallons, valued at Rs. 57 lakhs, to 5 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 18 lakhs. Fuel oils rose slightly in 
quantity, but the value fell by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs. 
Imports of raw cotton, chiefly from the United States and 
Egypt, decreased by 7,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 68 
Imports of raw silk increased by 229,000 Ibs. 
and by Rs. 10 lakhs in value. 

Under manufactured articles imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures advanced by Rs. 98 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn recorded an increase of 3 million lbs. in quantity 
and of Rs. 21 lakhs in value. Those of cotton piece-goods 
showed increases under all the three sub-divisions, grey, 
white and coloured; grey goods amounted to 28 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 42 lakhs, as compared with 25 million 
yds., valued at Rs. 38 lakhs in June, 1931, and white and 
coloured goods totalled 42 million yds. and 38 million yds., 
valued at Rs. 79 lakhs and Rs. 74 lakhs, as against 27 and 
17 million yds., valued at Rs. 51 lakhs and Rs. 40 lakhs 
respectively a year ago. Imports of dyes obtained from coal 
tar advanced by a million lbs. in quantity and Rs. 21 lakhs 
in value. Imports of brass, bronze and similar alloys in- 
creased by 43,000 cwts. in quantity and by Rs. 13 lakhs in 
value. Imports of copper also rose by 18,000 cwts. and by 
Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Imports of paper and pasteboard in- 
creased by 153,000 cwts. in quantity and by Rs. 16 lakhs in 
value. The other noticeable increases were under silk yarn 
and manufactures (+ Rs. 5 lakhs), wool manufactures 
(+ Rs. 5 lakhs), while there were decreases under motor 
vehicles (— Rs. 14 lakhs) and machinery and mill work 
(— Rs. 4 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPorts 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in June, 1932, com- 
pared with June, 1931, fell by Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 3,33 lakhs. 
Shipments of rice, not in the husk, decreased from 198,000 
tons to 182,000 tons, but the value rose from Rs. 1,34 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,51 lakhs. Exports of tea increased from 19 million 
Ibs. to 22 million lbs. in quantity, but the value fell from 
Rs. 1,28 lakhs to Rs. 1,21 lakhs. Coffee rose from 11,000 
ewts. to 17,000 cwts., and in value from Rs. 7 lakhs to 
Rs. 10 lakhs. Spices recorded a decrease of 7,000 cwts. in 
quantity and of Rs. 5 lakhs in value. 

Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 2,60 
lakhs to Rs. 2,92 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton re- 
corded a decrease of 25,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 1,47 
lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 22,000 tons, Japan 
took 9,000 tons, or 41 per cent., China 3,000 tons, or 14 per

cent., the United Kingdom, Germany and France 2,000 tons 
each, and Italy and Belgium 1,000 tons each, while the 
remainder went mainly to Spain and the Netherlands. Ship- 
ments of raw jute recorded a decrease of 12,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 19 lakhs in value. Dispatches of lac 
increased by 3,000 cwts. in quantity, but the value declined 
by Rs. 3 lakhs. Exports of oilseeds decreased by 30,000 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 30 lakhs in value, groundnuts 
alone recording a decrease of 25,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 28 lakhs in value. There were also decreases in exports 
of linseed and castorseed; shipments of the former falling 
by 9,000 tons in quantity and Rs. 10 lakhs in value, and of 
the latter by 6,000 tons in quantity and Rs. 7 lakhs in 
value. Rapeseed, on the other hand, recorded an increase of 
12,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 17 lakhs in value. Ex- 
ports of raw hides and skins declined from 2,900 tons, valued 
at Rs. 39 lakhs, to 1,500 tons, valued at Rs. 16 lakhs. Ship- 
ments of raw wool decreased from 4 million lbs., valued at 
Rs. 27 lakhs, to one million lbs., valued at Rs. 5 lakhs. 
Other important declines were in raw rubber (— Rs. 7 lakhs), 
and manganese ore (— Rs. 2 lakhs). 


Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 2,98 lakhs. 
The number of jute bags‘ shipped remained on the same 
level as in June, 1931, viz., 24 millions, but the value fell 
Rs. 4 lakhs from Rs. 74 lakhs to Rs. 70 lakhs. The yardage 
of gunny cloth exported increased from 83 millions to 86 
millions, but the value remained practically the same at 
Rs. 85 lakhs. Exports of tanned hides and skins showed an 
increase of 300 tons in quantity and of Rs. 13 lakhs in 
value. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
32 per cent. in June, 1931, to 37 per cent. in June, 1932, 
and in exports from 25 per cent. to 30 per cent. The shares 
of Germany, Japan and the United States in June, 1932, 
were 11, 16 and 8 per cent. respectively under imports and 
5, 10 and 7 per cent. under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during June last amounted re- 
spectively to 528,000 and 574,000, as against 625,000 and 
615,000 in May, 1932, and 569,000 and 630,000 in June, 
1931. During the three months ended June, 1932, the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes totalled 
respectively 1,696,000 and 1,834,000, as compared with 
1,885,000 and 1,957,000 in the corresponding period of last 
year. 


WEATHER AND WHOLESALE 
PRICES 
The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 


Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


CROPS, 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, August 15.—During the week ended August 14 
rainfall was nearly general in Lower Burma on six days; in 
Assam and Bengal on five; in Chota Nagpur, Konkan and 
Orissa on four; in Bihar on three; in the United Provinces, 
East and North Punjab and Guzerat on two; and in the 
Central Provinces on one day. 

The monsoon has been strong in Assam, Bihar and Orissa 
and active in Bengal. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, August 6.—Rainfall has been heavy on the West 
Coast and parts of the Circars and moderate in the Deccan. 
The condition of standing crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, August 8.—There has been heavy rain 
in Gaya, Hazaribagh and Patna. Standing crops, including 
sugar cane, are in good condition in Orissa and Chota 


Nagpur. Crop prospects are unfavourable in Champaran 
and Darbhanga, but jute is thriving in Cuttack and 
Balasore. 


Punjab, August 8.—Rain has fallen throughout the Pro- 
vince, the maximum being 12-23 inches and the minimum 
0-02 inch. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good. Sugar cane and cotton have been damaged by floods 
in the district of Gurdaspur and cotton has been affected 
by tela in the district of Multan. 


Central Provinces, August 8.—The weather has been 
cloudy, and light to moderate showers have fallen. 


United Provinces, August 6.—Rainfall has been heavy 
except in Almora and Bareilly, where it has been moderate. 
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Bombay, August 13.—Rain has been continuous in North 
Guzerat and the Deccan and a break is required to improve 
crops. 


Bengal, August 10.—Light to moderate rain has fallen, 
The transplantation of winter paddy is proceeding, but more 
rain is needed to help on the work, especially in North and 
West Bengal. The reaping of autumn crops is progressing, 
but some difficulty is being experienced owing to want of 
water for jute in North and East Bengal. Crop prospects 
are satisfactory. 

Assam, August 15.—The weather has been seasonable, but 
more rain is wanted in the Assam Valley for transplanting 
winter rice. Prospects are fair.

Calcutta, August 10.—The Department of Commercial In. 
telligence and Statistics announces that the wholesale price 
index number for July is 87, as compared with 86 for June.

CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JUNE 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that imports and exports during June last were valued at 
£98,967 and £57,103 respectively, while the totals for the 
five years’ average, June, 1927-31, were £127,683 and 
£114,579 respectively. 

Imports decreased in value by £14,026 as compared with 
those for June, 1931, and were £57,476 below the quin- 
quennial average. There were reductions in all commodities 
(except timber, which increased by £6,675), but chiefly in 
cotton goods, machinery, petrol and rice. 

Nearly all exports decreased in value, the principal losses 
being in animals, cotton, cumin, raisins, tobacco, wine, 
asbestos, — £9,501, and pyrites, — £9,349. The value of 
potatoes exported increased by £1,650, but this was dis- 
counted by the fact that large consignments sent to the 
United Kingdom went bad and had either to be destroyed or 
re-exported and sold at a nominal price. Carobs increased 
by £3,972.

development of the trade exchange between Finland and 
the United States is very much in the favour of the former 
country. In the first half of 1932, Finnish exports to the 
United States exceeded imports by 124-7 million mks, as 
compared with 33-5 million mks. in the first half of 1931, 
and a surplus of imports from the United States of 
60:6 million mks. in 1930 and 224-8 million mks. in 1929. 
Finnish imports from the United States in the first half of 
1932 were 8 per cent. of her total imports as compared with 
more than 13 per cent. in 1929. In the first half of 1932 
imports from the United States are less than one-fourth of 
the figure for the first half of 1929, and whereas imports 
from the United States in 1929 were larger than from Great 
Britain, imports from Great Britain in the first half of 
1932 are more than twice the imports from the United 


States. 
GREECE 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


Notification has been given in previous issues of the 
“BT.J.’ of the legislation in force in Greece governing 
exchange transactions, particularly the Law No. 5,422 of 
April 26, 1932. A translation of Law No, 5,552 of June 27 
completing and amending this Law has now been received, 
and authorises the issue of Decrees by which changes may 
be made in the restrictions imposed on imports and 
authority given for the utilisation of ‘‘ blocked ’’ drachme. 
Alteration may also be made in the provisions relating to 
the surrender of foreign cxchange by exporters. 


The Law also extended until August 26 the period during 
which declaration of outstanding debts must be made to 
the Bank of Greece. 

Under the authority of the Law a Decree was published 
in the Greek ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of July 7 relating to the 
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export or re-export of merchandise. The following is the 


text of this Decree. 


DECREE DATED JULY 7, 1982, REGARDING THE Export oF Goops 
AND VALUES 


By virtue of Article 1 of Law No. 5,552 amending and com- 
pleting Law No. 5,422 on the proposal of the Council of Ministers 
and after consultation with the Council of State, we decide and 
order as follows :-— 


ArtTIcLE I 


The Bank of Greece is authorised to grant permits for the 
free export of goods and articles belonging to the categories indi- 
cated below, without regard to the provisions of Law No. 5,422. 
As far as cases (c) and (d) are concerned, the previous consent 
of the Exchange Commission is required. 


(a) Goods imported from a foreign country, deposited in a 
warehouse, in transit or in a free area, the re-export of which 
to a foreign country is requested by the interested parties, on 
condition of production of proof that the value of the imported 
goods which are to be re-exported has not been sent to the 
original owner in a foreign country. 

(b) Goods refused by the importers in Greece, the re-export 
of which is requested by the agents of the transport company 
holding the bills of lading. 

(c) Goods and articles for export the foreign buyers of which 
are authorised, by a decision of the Ministries of National 
Economy and Finance, to effect payment either in drachme, 
‘‘ blocked ’”’ or otherwise, or in the foreign exchange of a 
country in which exchange restrictions exist, or in exchange for 
goods imported from a foreign country. 

(d) Goods and articles, the export of which has been authorised 
by the Bank of Greece before the coming into force of Law 
No. 5,422, in exchange for goods imported from a foreign 
country, in cases where the said exchange should have begun to 
take place before the coming into force of Law No. 5,422. 

(e) All classes of goods for personal use, in small quantities or 
of very small value. 


Articie {I 


The payment of the value of goods or articles exported prior 
to the coming into force of the present Law to Germany, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, Russia and Austria, may be effected in 
drachme ‘‘ blocked ’’ or otherwise, if the relative decision has 
already been taken by the Exchange Commission. 


ARTICLE III 


In exceptional cases, by virtue of a permit granted by the 
Bank of Greece after advice from the Exchange Commission the 
issue to exporters of documents for goods and produce (with 
the exception of tobacco and currants) to be sent to a foreign 
country is permitted, in as far as the exporter furnishes 
guarantee to import the equivalent value of foreign exchange 
within a period to be fixed by the Bank of Greece. 


ARTICLE IV 


On each occasion that the export of goods or products is made 
in exchange for equivalent imports the percentage of the foreign 
exchange to be delivered up to the Bank of Greece in accordance 
with Article 5, Paragraph 2, of Law No. 5,422, at the rate 
existing before the coming into force of the said Law, is payable 
before the export of the goods or products, not in foreign ex- 
change, but in drachmez, the amount of which must cover the 
difference between the value of the dollar before the coming 
into force of Law No. 5,422 and the value of the dollar at the 
date on which the payment of this sum takes place. 


ARTICLE V 


On the authorisation of the Bank of Greece, the export to 
foreign countries of drachme, ‘‘ blocked ’’ or otherwise, as well 
as the use of ‘‘ blocked ’’ drachmz within Greece is permitted, 
on each occasion on which it is a question of meeting real 
economic or financial difficulties. 


ARTICLE VI 


The date on which the obligations imposed on exporters are 
determined, by virtue of Article 5 of Law No. 5,422, is that of 
the departure (from the last Greek port) for the foreign country, 
of the vessel transporting the exported goods. _ 


ARTICLE VIT 


The exporters of goods and articles in process of shipment on 
April 26, the sale of which takes place after that date and the 
corresponding value of which in foreign exchange, fixed after 
the publication of Law No. 5,422, has not been remitted to the 
Bank of Greece, are obliged to remit to the said Bank, within 
the legal interval, 50 per cent. of the corresponding exchange, at 
the rate fixed before the coming into force of Law No. 5.422 
and to sell the remainder to one of the Banks, in accordance 
with Article 2 of Law No. 5,422, at the current rate on the date 
of the sale. 


The publication and application of the present Decree is ‘to be 
carried ‘out by the Ministries of Finance and Nutional Economy.

YUGOSLAVIA 


FOREIGN TRADE OUTLOOK 


Yugoslavia is now going through a period of strain and 
depression far more serious than any which it has hitherto 
experienced; the best that can be said,* writes the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade, is that 
the situation in Yugoslavia is slightly less critical than in 
some neighbouring countries. 


Among the events of outstanding importance during 1931 
were the stabilisation of the dinar in May by an inter- 
national, though principaliy French, loan; the cessation of 
reparation deliveries, by which Yugoslavia was a loser to 
the extent of some 80 million gold marks per annum; the 
change from the dictatorship to a parliamentary system in 
October; the introduction of a grain monopoly in the 
autumn; and the run on the banks following the United 
Kingdom’s departure from the gold standard. The most 
important bank in the country, the Prva Hrvatska 
Stedionica (First Croatian Savings Bank), did not remain 
unaffected by the last mentioned, and it was found necessary 
to grant a moratorium. 


Export trade had been falling heavily for some time and 
the National Bank’s stocks of foreign exchange were con- 
sequently running short and in October it was found 
necessary to reintroduce with increased severity the ex- 
change control which had been abandoned only at the time 
of stabilisation in the early summer. Further regulations 
were issued from time to time, until at the end of March 
a system of blocked dinar accounts in favour of foreign 
creditors was introduced, under which it is impossible for 
money to leave the country. As a result import trade has 
been completely paralysed, and almost the same may be 
said of export trade. Negotiations for clearing agreements 
with a number of countries are already taking place and 
it seems more likely that further arrangements of this kind 
will be made than that there will be any general relaxation 
of the exchange regulations which were to remain in force 
till June 30 and have since been extended for a month at a 
time.

ForREIGN TRADE 


Although, roughly speaking, imports and exports keep 
fairly closely in line, the volume of Yugoslav foreign trade 
has been shrinking for the past several years; imports last 
year totalled only 4.800,281,000 and exports but 4,800,966,000 
dinars, as against 6,960,113,000 and 6,780,054,000 dinars 
respectively in 1930 and 7,594,750,000 and 7,921,708,000 
dinars in 1929. 


It may be considered satisfactory, in view of the extremely 
low agricultural prices ruling, that there was a small balance 
of some 600,000 dinars in favour of exports in 1931, but it 
should not be overlooked that the Government’s shipments 
of wheat, considerable quantities of which still remain un- 
sold abroad, have been shown in the export returns at the 
artificially high grain monopoly price. As compared with 
the previous year there was an almost uniform drop in the 
value of all the important groups of exports, practically the 
only exception being live swine, in which there was a slight 
increase. A slight increase is also shown as regards the 
wheat exports, but this is somewhat misleading as is ex- 
plained above. Imports mark a similar general falling off, 
and no increase is shown as regards any important group. 
The importation of vehicles and electrical articles was com- 
paratively well maintained, but in most other cases there 
was roughly a 20 per cent. fall. 


The falling off in both exports and imports has been even 
more serious during the first months of 1932. Whereas 
during the first quarter of 1931, which was itself less favour- 
able than the first quarter of any of the preceding years, 
the value of the exports was 1,159 million dinars, the 1932 
total was 634-6 million dinars, while imports fell from 1,341 
million dinars to 703-9 million dinars. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Although the actual value fell by about 23 per cent. in 
1931 (from approximately 412 million dinars to 315-5 
million) there was an increase in the proportion obtained 
from the United Kingdom of the total Yugoslav imports, the 
percentage in 1931 being 6-57 as against an average of 
5-74 per cent. in the previous three years. This increase in 
proportion was largely due to the short boom in United 
Kingdom export trade which followed the depreciation of 
the pound in the autumn. There was an immediate rush in 
this country to place orders in the United Kingdom at the 
new rate of exchange, and it appeared for a short time 
likely that Yugoslavia would become a better market for 
United Kingdom goods than it has ever been hitherto. The 
boom was, however, only shortlived. It was rapidly followed 
first by banking difficulties in this country and then by the 
severe exchange restrictions which have long amounted, at 
least in practice, to a prohibition of importation. The im- 
portation of United Kingdom, as of all other foreign goods, 
has now to all intents and purposes ceased. 


The principal obstacle in the way of United Kingdom 
trade in Yugoslavia in the past has been reparations de- 
liveries in kind from Germany; orders on account of repara- 
tions have always been assiduously followed up by German 
exporters, particularly with regard to renewals and spare 
parts; and in many cases German goods have thus become 
firmly established on the market. With the cessation of 
reparations deliveries, however, this difficulty has been 
partly removed, and there is now some reason to hope that 
when any trade revival occurs, and providing the exchange 
situation remains favourable, the United Kingdom may 
play a greater part than before in Yugoslav trade. 


The falling off in the importation of most United 
Kingdom commodities in 1931 was roughly in proportion to 
the general decrease, and the figures for the imports of 
cotton yarns, coal, tinned plate and of most types of 
machinery and cotton fabrics all show a considerable reduc- 
tion. Imports of motor cycles, woollen fabrics and photo- 
graphic materials have, on the other hand, been fairly well 
maintained. 


It is not possible in the present circumstances to look 
far ahead, but it would appear that a demand for rolling 
stock and other railway material is likely to provide the 
best opening for United Kingdom enterprise for some time 
to come. The Government is already in urgent need of con- 
siderable quantities of these materials in respect of which 
long credit will naturally be demanded.

UNITED KINGDOM—GREECE 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR GREECE 
By an Exchange of Notes which took place on June 21 and 

July 6, the Greek Government have agreed to extend to the 
Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce the right to issue certifi- 
cates of origin in respect of goods trans-shipped to Greece 
from a third country via a port in the United Kingdom, 
which was accorded to certain Chambers of Commerce in 
this country by the Anglo-Greek Agreement of June 21, 1929. 

The Chambers so entitled are, under the terms of the 
original agreement, those of London and Manchester; the 
same right was extended to the Chambers of Commerce of 
Birmingham, Bradford, Glasgow, Huddersfield, Hull, Leeds, 
Leicester, Liverpool, North Staffordshire, Nottingham, 
Preston and Sheffield by a further Exchange of Notes of 
March 14 and 24, 1930. 

In accordance with the Agreement, certificates of origin 
may be issued by these Chambers in the case of goods which 
are trans-shipped to Greece from a third country via a port 
in the United Kingdom. Where the goods so trans-shipped 
are the produce of India or of any British Colony or Pro- 
tectorate or any mandated area administered by His 
Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom to which the 
stipulation of the Commercial Treaty between Great Britain 
and Greece have been applied, no Consular endorsement of 
such certificates of origin is required. Where, however, the 
goods are not the produce or manufacture, Consular endorse- 
ment of the certificates relating to them may be required, 
but the fee for such endorsement must not exceed three 
shillings. This notice supersedes that which appeared in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 11, 1929 (pages 49-50). 

A list of the territories to which the Anglo-Greek Treaty 
has been applied will be found in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 4, 
1932 (page 159). 


INDIA—POLAND 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of the 
Commercial Convention between India and Poland which 
was signed on May 8, 1931, were exchanged on May 31 last. 
The Convention accordingly entered into force on June 30. 

A summary of the provisions of the Convention was pub- 
lished in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 17, 1931 (page 361). 


CHILE—NETHERLANDS 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that, by an Exchange of 
Notes on December 17 last, the Netherland Government 
agreed to continue to accord to Chilean goods most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the Netherlands, the Dutch 
Indies, Dutch Guiana and Curacao in respect of Customs 
duties and other fiscal taxes and with respect to import 
licences, measures of Customs restrictions and Customs 
formalities. In return Chile undertook to concede to the 
commerce of the Dutch territories referred to, most- 
favoured-nation treatment in all such matters, and to accord 
as from May 22, 1931, the reduced Customs duties which 
were applied to merchandise produced in France by virtue of 
the Franco-Chilean modus vivendi of that date. (See the 
‘*B.T.J.”’ of October 22, 1931, page 526, and November 26, 
1931, page 688.) 

This arrangement is provisional pending the conclusion 
of a definite commercial treaty and will remain in force so 
long as the Franco-Chilean modus vivendi referred to 
above remains in force, each Party being free, however, to 
terminate it on giving fifteen days’ notice. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


GENEVA PROTOCOL FOR PROHIBITION OF 
USE OF POISONOUS GAS, ETC. 


RATIFICATION BY SWITZERLAND

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal reports, 
by telegram, that the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue has fixed the ‘‘ average’’ value of the pound 
sterling for the purpose of dumping duty at 4-02 dollars, 
fective for entries during the period August 16 to 
August 31.

NEWFOUNDLAND 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS

PALESTINE 


REVISED REGULATIONS FOR THE IMPORT 
OF ANIMALS FROM GREAT BRITAIN 


The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette’’ of June 16 contains 
Rules made by the High Commissioner under the Diseases of 
Animals Ordinance, 1926, which provides that stock may be 
introduced into Palestine from Great Britain subject to the 
provisions of the Animal Quarantine Rules, 1931, and to the 
following conditions : —- 


(1) No cattle, sheep, goats or swine from Great Britain 
shall be introduced into Palestine without a permit from the 
Chief Veterinary Officer. 


(2) The Chief Veterinary Officer may refuse to grant or, 
when granted, may suspend or revoke any permit. 

(3) Every shipment ot stock shall be accompanied by certi- 
fcates signed by a Veterinary Inspector of the Ministry of 
Acriculture and Fisheries of Great Britain to the effect 
that : — 


(a) in the case of cattle, sheep, goats and swine, the 
animals have been admitted to a Quarantine 
Station in accordance with the provisions of the 
Quarantine Stations (Regulation) Order of 1928 
of Great Britain, and, in addition, in the case of 
cattle, they have been tested for tuberculosis and 
bovine contagious abortion and found free from 
such disease. The certificate shall state, inter 
alia, the dates on which the tests were applied ; 


(b) in the case of horses, mules and donkeys, they have 
been tested for glanders and found free from such 
disease. The certificate shall state, inter alia, 
the date on which the test was applied. 


(c) the fodder and/or litter taken on board for the use 
of the animals during the voyage has been ob- 
tained in Great Britain in accordance with the 
provisions of the Quarantine Stations (Regula- 
tion) Order of 1928 of Great Britain. 


(4) The stock on arrival in Palestine shall be detained in 
quarantine for a period of 48 hours.

PRODUCTS 


The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette’’ of July 16 contains 
Rules made by the High Commissioner under the Diseases 
of Animals Ordinance, 1926, regulating the import and 
export of animal products to and from Palestine. 

It is provided, inter alia, that hides or animal parts 
(skin, bones, hoofs, horns, wool, hair and bristles of any 
animal), imported by sea shall be landed only at the ports 
of Haifa and Jaffa. All imported hides or animal parts 
are to be accompanied by a certificate signed by a duly 
authorised Government Veterinary Officer of the country of 
origin, stating the country of origin and the disease, if 
any, which exists or has existed in such country during a 
period of three months immediately preceding the date of 
shipment; and, in addition, 


(a) in the case of hides and skins, that (i) to the best of 
his knowledge and belief such hides or skins were not 
derived from any animal which has suffered from or died 
from anthrax or other similar disease, and (ii) that such 
hides or skins have been either dry-salted, wet-salted or 
chemically dressed or disinfected by immersion for not less 
than 24 hours in a one to one thousand solution of bichloride 
of mercury, or for not less than 30 minutes in a 5 per 
cent. solution of carbolic acid; and 


(b) in the case of animal hair or bristles, that such hair 
or bristles are clean and were scoured for manufacturing 
purposes. Where it is proved to the satisfaction of the 
Chief Veterinary Officer, however, that the owner has been 
unable to obtain such certificate by reason of the fact that 
no Government Veterinary Officer was available he may 
exempt him from this condition. 

The exportation of hides or animal parts from Palestine 
to another country is to be subject to the provisions of all 
quarantine regulations in force in such country and to the 
condition that they shall be so packed as to be in a fit con- 
dition for transport to destination. All hides or animal 
parts intended for export are to be examined by a 
veterinary officer who is to issue a certificate stating the 
condition for packing. 

Provision is also made for the import of hides or animal 
parts into Palestine by land, the disposal of imported hides 
or parts and for the payment of fees on the examination of 
shipments or consignments of imported or exported hides 
or animal parts.

REQUIREMENTS IN RESPECT OF INVOICES 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Regulations 
made by the High Commissioner under the Customs 
Ordinance, 1929, which set out the requirements in respect 
of invoices of goods imported into Palestine. 

It is provided that all invoices of imported goods shall 
state the true value thereof and shall contain a correct and 
full description of the goods with true numbers, weights 
or quantities according to the terms of the Customs Tariff 
Ordinance for the time being in force. 

Invoices are to have endorsed thereon a declaration signed 
by the manufacturer, consignor, owner or the duly 
authorised agent of the manufacturer, consignor or owner 
stating that the invoice is in all respects correct and true, 
i.e., that it contains a true statement of the cost of the 
goods and of all charges thereon; and when the goods are 
obtained in any other manner than by purchase that the 
value stated is the actual market value of exportation, 
together with all charges incidental to the exportation of 
the goods to Palestine. Such declaration is to be witnessed. 

Where any of the following charges are included in the 
invoiced cost or value of the goods the invoices are to state 
specifically the charges which are so included, viz. :—pack- 
ing, transport in the country of export, expenses of shipping 
or loading, dock dues, agents’ fees, freight by rail or sea,. 
all insurances against any and every risk and any other 
charges incurred in the exportation of the goods to 
Palestine. 

All invoices of goods are to set forth 





(a) a detailed description of the goods, including the 
name by which each item is known, the grade or 
quality, and the marks, numbers and symbols. 
under which sold by the seller or manufacturer, 
together with the marks and numbers of the- 
packages in which the goods are packed ; 


(b) the quantity of each kind, grade or quality in the 
metric system of weights and measures according - 
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to the nomenclature of the Palestine Customs 
Tariff ; 

(c) the price or value of each unit; 

(d) the gross weight of each package; 

(e) the net weight of the goods contained in each 
package ; 

(7) the total gross and net weights of the consignment. 


In cases where duty is charged on inner containers, the 
weight declared in respect of each item is to be that of the 
goods including the inner containers. When the goods are 
enclosed in two or more containers, one being the outer 
case or package, the inner container is taken to be that in 
which the goods are usually sold by retail. If the goods are 
ordinarily sold in bulk by retail, however, the weight of the 
goods including the weight of the inner containers is 
required if the goods are enclosed in inner containers on 
amportation. 

In the case of textiles in the piece—not including made-up 
articles—the invoice is to state the composition of the goods 
such as cotton, wool, mixed cotton and silk, etc., the length, 
width and weight of each piece and the weight per square 
metre of each kind, grade or quality. In the case of 
textiles composed of two or more materials, the percentage 
of each class of material is to be stated. 


When a consignment consists of more than one package, 
the required particulars in respect of the contents of each 
package, if not supplied on the invoice, must be stated on 
a separate specification and summarised on the invoice. In 
all cases the invoice should show the marks and numbers of 
the packages and the quantity, description and total value 
of the goods. 


Except in the case of household or personal effects accom- 
panying a passenger or arriving within the prescribed time 
before or after the owner, no goods are to be allowed to be 
entered for importation without the production of an in- 
voice containing the particulars 
Collector of Customs is satisfied that the failure to produce 
the invoice is due to causes beyond the control of the owner, 
importer, consignee or agent.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports, by telegraph, the issue of a Decree which extends, 
as from August 12, the list of goods for the importation of 
which into Czechoslovakia the Czechoslovak National Bank 
will release foreign currency only on the recommendation of 
a Standing Committee of the Ministry of Finance. The 
restrictions now apply to all goods of kinds not produced in 
Czechoslovakia or not produced in Czechoslovakia for export.

POLAND 
DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY 


The Commercjal Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that, by Order dated July 25, the period during 
which the Customs duty on imported materials used for the 
manufacture of bacon and hams may be refunded on the 
export of such commodities from Poland has been extended 
until October 31. 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN CHEMICALS 
PROHIBITED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
teports that, by a Ministerial Order dated July 22, the 
importation into Poland of calcium acetate, crude or puri- 
fed (ex Tariff No. 106) and of acetic acid (Tariff No. 
108(6)a) has been prohibited as from July 31. 


IMPORT OF COTTON YARNS PROHIBITED 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that by an Order of the Council of Ministers, dated 
July 22, the importation into Poland of cotton yarns falling 
under No. 183 of the Polish Tariff has been prohibited ex- 
cept under licence, as from July 31. 
MANIPULATION FEES ON IMPORT AND 
EXPORT PERMITS 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
ports that the special manipulation fee levied on permits 
sued for the importation and exportation of goods subject 
% import and export restrictions, has been increased as 
m August 5, from 0-6 per cent. to 1 per cent. of the in- 
ternal value of the goods covered by the permit. The 
milimum charge remains unchanged at 1 zloty.

PORTUGAL 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 
(GLASS AND CRYSTAL) 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for August 1 contains 
a Decree (No. 21,547), dated July 27, amending certain 
items of the Portuguese Customs Tariff relating to glass and 
crystal. 

Tariff No. 836—wares of crystal, not specially mentioned, 
duty 1 escudo per kilog., is deleted and the references to 
crystal in Tariff Nos. 837 and 846 are deleted. The effect of 
this amendment is that crystal is now treated as glass for 
Tariff purposes. 

The duty on glass wares coloured, clouded, etched, iri- 
descent, cut, marbled, opaque, opalescent or painted, not 
including articles etched with a plain mark or inscription 
(Tariff No. 848), is increased from 53 to 75 gold centavos per 
kilog. 

The new duty is subject to the general 20 per cent. 
increase. 

[The above duty is quoted in terms of the former gold 
escudo (100 centavos) = 4s. 6d.] 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


Article 40 of the Preliminary Instructions to the 
Portuguese Customs Tariff provided that certificates of 
origin were not required in respect of goods coming from free 
ports or free zones if their origin was specified in the de- 
claration of cargo signed by the local Portuguese Consul. 
The ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ (Lisbon) of July 27 contains a 
Decree (No. 21,518) which amends this Article to read as 
follows :— 

Goods coming from free ports, free zones and entrepéts, 
not originating in the countries in which such free ports, 
free zones or entrepots are situated, shall, in order to enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment, if legally entitled thereto, 
be accompanied by certificates of origin issued by the 
Portuguese Consuls in the districts where such free ports, 
free zones or entrepots are situated, which shall certify that 
the merchandise is of the origin indicated in the relative 
documents. 


ROUMANIA 


OF ORIGIN FOR POSTAL 
PARCELS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 12 
(page 680) relating to certificate of origin requirements for 
goods exported to Roumania, the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Legation at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Circular (No. 213,846) of July 15 provides that certificates 
of origin are not required for postal parcels exported from 
any country, except Austria or Hungary, if it can be clearly 
established, from the documents accompanying the packages, 
from what country they were posted. 


CERTIFICATES 


IMPORTATION OF ALCOHOLIC LIQUORS 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 14, 
page 66, regarding the Roumanian Alcohol Monopoly Law, 
the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that, according to a Customs Circular No. 213,845 
of July 15, applications for permits for the importation of 
distilled spirituous liquors must be made to the Alcohol 
Monopoly Department. Such liquors must be imported in 
sealed bottles, except rum, which may also be imported in 
barrels. The Monopoly Tax leviable is fixed at 55 lei per 
kilog. on distilled spirituous liquors imported in bottle and 
60 lei per kilog. on rum imported in barrels. The tax will 
be collected together with the Customs duties. 


URUGUAY 
PART PAYMENT OF DUTIES IN GOLD 

The Uruguayan “ Diario Oficial ’’ of June 27 contains a 
Law, dated June 17, prolonging for the fiscal year 1932-33 
the provisions of Law No. 8,762 of October 10, 1931, under 
which Uruguayan Customs duties are payable, to the extent 
of 25 per cent., in foreign gold or its equivalent value in 
currency at a mean rate of exchange to be fixed monthly. 

The rate for the conversion of duties from gold into 
currency has been fixed at 2-18 for the month of August. 

H.M. Consul at Montevideo has forwarded particulars of 
a Decree which exempts certain articles falling under the 
‘Raw Materials ’’ section of the Customs Tariff from the 
requirement to pay 25 per cent. of the duties in gold.

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Proposed Tariff Changes 


BRITISH INDIA 


TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY: 
PIECE-GOODS 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Bombay reports that a com- 
muniqué issued on July 25 announces that the Government 
of India has directed the Tariff Board to hold an immediate 
enquiry in response to the demand of the Indian cotton 
textile industry for the imposition of emergency duties on 
cloth imports not of British manufacture. 
The terms of reference are as follows :— 

To report whether cotton piece-goods not of British 
manufacture are being imported into British India 
at such a price as is likely to render ineffective the pro- 
tection intended to be afforded by the duty imposed on 
such articles under Part VII of the second schedule of 
the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, by the Cotton Textile 
Industry (Protection) Act, 1930, to similar articles 
manufactured in India and, if so, to consider: 

(a) to what extent, if any, the duty on cotton piece- 
goods not of British manufacture should be in- 
creased and whether in respect of all cotton 
piece-goods not of British manufacture or in 
respect of plain grey or others only; 

(6) whether the duty should be increased generally 
or in respect of such articles when imported 
from or manufactured in any country or 
countries specified; and 

(c) for what period any additional protection found 
to be required should be given; and 

To make recommendations. 





COTTON 


It was expected that the Tariff Board would conduct a 
summary enquiry and submit its report to the Government 
of India within a few days. 


CUBA 
NEW TAXATION PROPOSALS 


H.M. Representative at Havana has forwarded particu- 
lars of new taxation proposals which have recently been 
submitted to the Legislature by the Cuban Government. 
The text of these measures (in Spanish) may be seen by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 

Some particulars of the proposed new or revised taxes 
which affect imported goods are given below :— 


Consular Invoice Fee.—It is proposed to increase the fee 
for the legalisation of Consular invoices from 5 per cent. to 
8 per cent. ad valorem. 


Consumption Duties.—It is proposed to increase the con- 
sumption duty on rice and to establish consumption duties 
on cement, oleaginous seeds, chocolate, finished hats, soaps, 
furniture and manufactures of wood, butter and cheese, 
knitted fabrics of cotton or rayon, and silk knit-wear. In 
the case of imported goods, these new taxes will be collected 
at the same time as the Customs duties. 


Customs Duties.—The following amendments are proposed 
in the Customs Tariff :— 

Textiles.—Cotton fabrics of all kinds and manufactures 
thereof, including lace, but excepting ribbons, braids, 
trimmings, etc., and cotton sacking and cotton wicks, are 
to pay a surtax of 30 per cent. of the normal duty. 

A surtax at the same rate is proposed in the case of 
Class V. of the Tariff—other vegetable fibres and manufac- 
tures thereof. 

Rayon is at present dutiable in the Silk Section of the 
Tariff, but it is now proposed to transfer it to Class V.— 
‘‘ Other vegetable fibres and manufactures thereof ’’—pay- 
ing the duties of this class plus a surcharge of 50 per cent. 
of the duties. Mixed fabrics of cotton and rayon in which 
the rayon threads do not exceed one-fifth of the total number 
of threads will, however, be dutiable as cotton fabrics plus a 
surtax of 70 per cent. 

The duty on rayon yarn in skeins, hanks, balls, etc., is to 
be 20 centavos per kilog. 

Other articles on which it is proposed to increase duties 
include cement, certain oleaginous seeds, some cosmetics and 
toilet articles, motor cars valued at over 650 dollars, con- 
densed milk, salt codfish, wheat, flour, cocoa and chocolate 
confectionery. Reductions are proposed in the case of cer- 
tain glassware, toilet essences, hams, motor cars of a value 
of less than 650 dols. and certain buttons. 

A new duty of 4 dols. per 100 kilogs. is to be imposed on 
all newsprint not imported direct under declaration by the 
publishers.

BOOKS RECEIVED 


British Standard Specification for Fuels for Heavy-Oil 
Engines. 

The British Standard Specification No. 209 for Fuels for 
Heavy-Oil Engines, published in 1924 by the British Standards 
Institution (then the British Engineering Standards Associa- 
tion) has recently been under review by the Committee respon- 
sible for its preparation, in accordance with the usual practice 
of the Institution when a specification has been in use for a 
number of years. ’ a 

After discussions lasting several months, certain revision 
was proposed by the Committee, and—again in accordance 
with the Institution’s practice—was widely circulated through- 
out the country for comment. A number of interesting com- 
ments were received, the whole tenor of which seemed to show 
the very controversial nature of the subject, and the Committee 
came to the conclusion that these comments were due to the 
fact that there was at present insufficient data available on the 
subject of Diesel fuels. These comments and, more important 
still, the inability of the Committee to include in the specifi- 
cation certain factors governing the behaviour of an oil in the 
engine (such as spontaneous ignition temperature, delay angle, 
reduction of shock, etc.) with which at the present stage of 
knowledge the Committee felt it quite impossible to deal, 
caused them to decide that it would be wiser to postpone the 
revision of the specification for at least twelve months or until 
such time as they feel that an adequate specification for per- 
formance can be drawn up. The Committee realise the rapid 
development of the class of engine for which these fuel speci- 
fications are intended, more particularly the light high-speed 
Diesel type, and have in mind the work being done both in 
this country and in the United States. In the meantime, 
therefore, the Committee are co-operating with the Institution 
of Petroleum Technologists in the development of suitable 
tests which can be included in the specification when it is re- 
vised, and are also keeping in close touch, through the 
American Standards Association, with the work being done in 
the United States. In view of the above, the Committee would 
be grateful to users and manufacturers of Diesel engines if 
they would communicate any experience or comment likely to 
. - in arriving at a comprehensive specification for Diesel 
uel oils.

1930 and 26-30 shillings per ton in 1924. With regard 
to manufactured fuel, the average selling value was 
20-72 shillings per ton in 1930 and 27-90 shillings per 
ton in 1924. The average values were thus lower in 
1930 than in 1924 by 37 per cent. in the case of foundry 
coke and by 26 per cent. in the case of manufactured 
fuel. 


Exports and Retained Imports.—The exports of 
foundry coke in 1930 amounted to 1,547,000 tons, or 
13-3 per cent. of the total production in that year, as 
compared with 1,848,000 tons in 1924, or 14:4 per cent. 
of the total production.* Retained imports were 
negligible in both years, being only 121 tons in 1930 and 
122 tons in 1924. 


Exports of manufactured fuel were 1,006,000 tons, 
or 87:9 per cent. of production, in 1930 and 1,067,000 
tons, or 83:7 per cent. of productiont in 1924. Re- 
tained imports amounted to 245 tons in 1930 and 387 
tons in 1924, and it is understood that these imports 
consisted to a considerable extent of fuel not made 
from coal, being thus quite different from the coal 
briquettes, which constitute the manufactured fuel 
produced in this country.

In considering the above tables, it should be borne 
in mind that where coke ovens are operated in conjunc- 
tion with blast furnaces and steel works, or collieries, 
the power requirements for the whole undertaking are 
frequently supplied from a central power station. It is 
impracticable, in cases of this kind, to apportion pre- 
cisely the total capacity of the prime movers and the 
electric generators at the central station between the 
various works to which electricity is supplied, and the 
particulars for these large units were therefore returned 
as a Whole on the schedule for one of the trades con- 
cerned (usually that for blast furnaces). As a rule, 
however, firms were in a position to state separately 
for each works the capacity of the electric motors 
driven by electricity supplied from the central station. 


The particulars given in tables (a) and (b) above 
should not, therefore, be regarded as expressing the full 
capacity of the prime movers and electric generators 
actually used or available for the purposes of coke oven 
production, either in 1980 or in 1924. As regards elec- 
tric motors driven by electricity ‘“‘ generated in own 
works ’’ (table (c)), the particulars given for 1930 
probably approximate closely to the total capacity at 
coke ovens; but at the Census of 1924 firms were not 
required to state separately the capacity of electric 
motors driven by generators at other undertakings 
owned by them, and the figures given for that year are 
exclusive of the motors at coke ovens owned by many 
of the large composite undertakings referred to above.

The total quantity of electricity used in 1930 for all 
purposes at the establishments to which this report 
relates was returned as follows :—

At the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 55°3 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 82:4 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased 
dlectricity, stated voluntarily that 19:5 million kilowatt- 
hours were generated and 44°4 million kilowatt-hours 
were purchased by them in that year.

Introductory 


, The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Carriage, Cart and Wagon Trade. Detailed returns 
were not required from firms that employed ten or 
fewer persons in 1930, and the particulars which 
follow, both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where other- 
wise stated), relate to firms that employed more than 
ten persons on the average. At the 1924 Census an 
ageregate of 8,926 persons, or 46 per cent. of the total 
number employed in this trade in Great Britain, was 
recorded on returns dealing with production carried on 
by not more than ten persons on the average in the 
year, and 94 persons were employed at establishments 
in Northern Ireland. 


The figures for 1930 cover 164 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from firms that employed in 1924 about 
280 persons, or between 2 and 3 per cent. of the total 
number recorded for that year by all firms that em- 
ployed more than ten persons.

Owing to the incompleteness of the 1930 figures of 
production and the lack of comprehensive particulars 
of the numbers of vehicles made in each year, no exact 
comparison between production and overseas trade is 
practicable, but it is evident that the available supply 
of perambulators and of hand trucks and trollies in this 
country was predominantly of British manufacture in 
both years, and it would appear probable that British 
manufacturers also held the larger share of the home 
market in carts and carriages for animal traction and 
in ** other sorts ’’ of vehicles.

The particulars for 1980 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received on schedules for the 
Plate and Jewellery Trade. Detailed returns were not 
required from firms that employed ten or fewer persons 
in 1930, and the particulars which follow, both for 1980 
and for 1924 (except where otherwise stated), relate to 
firms that employed more than ten persons on the aver- 
age. At the 1924 Census an aggregate of 4,506 persons, 
or 13 per cent. of the total number employed in this 
trade in Great Britain, was recorded on returns dealing 
with work done by not more than ten persons on the 
average in the year, and 48 persons were employed (in 
repair work and working for the trade only) at establish- 
ments in Northern Ireland. 


The figures for 1930 cover 437 establishments at 
which operatives were employed.

The weight of fish cured in 1980 was substantially 
less than in 1924, the total decrease, which was chiefly 
attributable to a 22 per cent. decline in the quantity of 
herrings treated, being in the neighbourhood of 16 per
